Mills, of this city, 
was found by the side of the road 
near Longwood, Monday morning, 
more dead than alive. 
It appears that on vSaturday last 
Mills left Sedalia with Jack Hurt, 
of Carthage, for 
Saline 
county, 
where the latter owns a farm. 
They traveled in one of Rice it 
‘ 
C o .’s livery teams, and Mills was 
‘ 
considerably under the influence of 
liqour when he climbed into the 
vehicle. 
Sunday the team was returned 
v^to Sedaha in good condition by 
; jl^ urt, 
who settled his 
bill and 
made no mention whatever regard­ 
ing the whereabouts of Mills. 
M onday, as stated above, Mills 
was found lying by the side of the 
road, 
not far 
from 
Longwood, 
in a semi-conscious condition and 
scarcely 
able to speak, 
lie had 
been out in the rain for several 
hours, as his clothing was thor­ 
oughly drenched, and it was evi- 
^ -dent that had he been exposed to 
' the elements a few hours longer 
death^ would certainly have been 
his portion. 
Everybody in 
that 
section 
of 
country is 
personally acquainted 
with Mills, as he lived at Long- 
1 wood and had 
a large 
practice 
prior to his becoming a slave to 
drink. 
He was taken in charofe 
b y a number of friends 
and re- 
'ed to Trickum, where he re­ 
ceived medical treatment. 
The supposition is that Mills fell 
from the vehicle either while going 
to Longwood or returning to Se­ 
dalia, but his presence 
was 
not 
missed by his companion, Hurt, at 
the time, and when he did miss him 
^ he supposed the doctor had merely 
left of bis own free will, and was 
possibly at that time the guest of 
some farmer friend. 
That Mills has not been found 
dead long ere this is| iiImost a mira­ 
cle. " Since the departure of his 
family for Kentucky, on account of 
* his dissipated liabits, he has scarcely 
drawn a sober breath, and unless lie 
mends his ways it is only a question 
o f a brief period until lie furnishes 
Co ro ner 
Cow an with a job.
